5.1 Claims 1 and 25: The closest prior art, issued to Yoshida (US Patent No. 
6,282,233), discloses a method for multi-user interference cancellation in figures 1 and 
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2. Yoshida teaches a complex conjugate 21 as a first multiplier for a despreading 
(claimed decomposing) signal on each multiple paths in figure 2, and a complex number 
20 as a second multiplier for a combined signal at the output of combiner 14. Yoshida 
fails to teach that the first multiplier is a plurality complex coefficients (claimed bij f k and 
Cj,k in figure 4 of Specification) for scaling received antennae signals. The weighting 
(scaling) coefficient in Yoshida is a (5-1-1) which scales the output of the Interference 
Estimation Unit 2-1-1 to be subtracted from received antennae signals at summer 4-1 
(figure 1). Yoshida fails to teach that a plurality of complex coefficients for scaling the 
decomposed signal of each path. 

5.2. Claims 2-23 are dependents of claim 1 and therefore are allowed.
